Government oppression can 
take many forms; but the one we are 
becoming most. familiar with is ex- 
cessive taxaton, Excessive te ion 
makes the healthful growth of any 
industry impossible, -for it robs the 
enterprise of the savings it needs for 
expansion; and it frightens investors 
out of putting any new money into 
*t, The essenn of free enterprise is 
that every man be free to venture into 
any lawful enterprise that appeals to 
him, taking t:is chances on success or 
failure. If the venture succeeds, Le 
should be allowed to reap the benefit 
af his good judaement and his skilful 
performance. If it fails, the blame 
should rest on his lack of judgement 
and his poor performance; and le 
should take his medicine without com- 
plaint. People wiio are not willing 
to accept the ordinary hazards of the 
business they are in, should get out 
of that business and go into some- 
thing more to their liking. This 
would be much better than seeking 
government support, which, once 
granted to an industry, soon becomes 
indispensible to it, and to all engaged 
in it. When an industry has reached 
that stage, it no longer looks to the 
quality. of its service and the approval) 
of its customers for its reward, but 
to its political influence; and cultiva- 
ting that influence will be its main 
concern in the future,

The Wild-Oat—Our Worst Wsoed 


The Wild Oat, it 1s generally 
urreed, is the worst weed in West- 
“mm. Canada. 


During the past 7 or 8 years there 
has been a tremendous increase in 
he interest in-weed control due to 
he develupment of various weed 
vontrol chemicals. Most of the com- 
mon broad-leaved weeds can now 
be controlled effectively and eco- 
nomically by chemical means, So 
iar the wild oat has remained un- 
feeted by any chemical except the 
nore costly ‘soil stcrilants. 

Many Chemica!s “ested, This 
jituation may not, nowever, last 
nuch longer. Weed investigators, 
neouraged by their success with 
chemicals on other weeds and 
ilarmed by the terrific losses due to 
wild oats, are concentrating their 
efforts toward the dev clopment of a 
‘hemical that will control thiscostly 
weed. In the meantime cultural 
methods provide the only means of 
controlling wild oats, 

Cultural Control. A stifdy of wild 

cat seeds shows that they germinate 
readily during the cool weather of 
carly Spring. Few will germinate, 
however, after the temperature of 
the soil has reached 50°F or higher, 
his cecurs usually between May 15 
ind June Ist, depending on. the 
season, Early Spring tillage and 
delayed sceding of an carly matur- 
ng crop will destroy many wild 
onts, and allow a relatively clean 
crop to be grown even on heavily 
nfested fields, 

Clean, Good Seed Important. Seed 
drill surveys have shown that mil- 
lions of wild oat seeds are returned 
to the soil in “dirty” seed each 
year in Western Canada, Clean, 
high-germinating, properly treated 

seed is a vital link in weed control. 
Good seed and eflicignt and timely 
cultivation will reduce the popula- 
tion of wild oats and other weeds 
in growing crops, and make for a 
better, more prosperous agriculture 
in Western Canada,

In his 
opinion he is the most important 
man on the rink. To the others, he 
is there because the game calls for 
four men, :

The third is usually a retired skip 
or an up and coming junior who fig-

Farmers Think 
Cow's Horns No 
Longer Useful 


REGINA.—A cow's horns once 
served a useful purpose but 
western farmers, concerned with 


shipping and other problems, : 


now regard them as a nuisance. 
Hornless cattle are gaining in 
favor, 

Now horned animals are penalized. 
In Saskatchewan a fund has been 
built up by docking $2 from the sale 
price of each horned animal put 
through the stockyards, In Alberta 
the penalty is $1, 

A delegation representing farmer's 
of the province recently discussed 
with the Alberta government possible 
measures aimed at reducing the 
number of horned cattle. 

In Saskatchewan” and Alberta 
money obtained from penalties is 
used by the provincial governments 
for livestock improvement such as 
assistance to purchasers of commey- 
cial bulls and in artificial breeding 
work, 

Horned cattle, in shipping and in 
stockyards, use their horns to bruise 
and tear other cattle.- The penalties 
are designed to encourage stockmen 
to dehorn their animals. 

Dehorning can be done in calfhood 
by rubbing “a chemical preparation 
over the budding horns or “buttons”, 
Saws and similar dehorning instru- 
ments are used on adult cattle with 
horns, . 

Some cattle, such as, the Aberdeen- 
Angus, have been bred’ hornless for 
Senerations, And the time may come 
when most cattle are born hornless. 
The trend toward “polled” animals 
is spreading. But at present the 
majority of breeders of dairy cattle 
still bring out their animals with 
horns. 


Ornithopter Is~ 
New Type Of 
Flying Machine 


MEDICINE HAT, Alta.—A flying 
machine with moving wings is ready 
for a trial flight at this southeastern 
Alberta city. 

Called an ornithopter, the 280- 
pound machine made of metal and 
balsa wood has two sets of wings. 

“It will be the closest approxima- 
tion to bird flight ever designed by 


man,” said James E. Caldwell, the 


inventor-engineer, 

It was constructed by Hartley D. 
Shannon a Medicine Hat business 
man who is an aeronautical engineer. 
It will be piloted by William Francis 
of Medicine Hat Air Services on its 
test flights. 

“In principle,” said Mr, Shannon, 
“If this mode] is what Wwe hope it is, 
the cost of air transport would be 
cut down to the cycle class.” 

In appearance the 'thopter is radi- 
ca} in design from modern airplanes, 
helicopters and gliders, 

Its main feature consists of the 
four wings or flaps which simulate 
a bird's locomotive and gliding pow- 
er, Each wing is cight feet long and 
five feet from lead to tail edge.

House Belong | 


Tie down your house and buildings 
with foundation plantings, suggests 
P, D, McCalla, superviser of horti- 
culture, Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture, Foundation plantings are 
the well placed shrubs and other 
plants that merge the buildings into 
the landscape and help to make them 
part of the picture, The foundation 
plantnig should not detract from the 
touse nor the house from the plant- 
ing. ‘Tihey should go together, That 
is why modern landscape planners do 
no like large beds of brilliantly cal. 
ored flowers near the house. Color is 
excellent if used with judgement, but 
it should not detract from other ap- 
pealing features of the home  sur- 
roundings. Judicious planting ~ can 
make a surprising difference to the 
appearance of a house. A tall house 
may he brought down to earth by 
planting shurbs a little way from the 
corners, The line of vision then fol- 
lows a gentle slope from the shrubs 
to the roof corner instead of follow- 
ing abruptly the perpendicular rise of 
the wall.
